No oilier lliiin ;i 
jierson unatiiuainteil with tlie current 
above tlie rapi ls would \ enturc.so near 
tijeiii. 1 was on the liead of (ioat 
iHlaiiii wiien I lir.st di.seoveii'd tliehoat, 
tlieu nearly half a niile liehiw the foot 
of Navy Island, and nearly two inilen 
abovu th(; falls. 

There bueiued to be two in the hoat. 
It was dirticted toward tlic Auierican 
shore — the wind blowinfj from the 
land, and tlie sail wa.s still Hianiling. 
Being well aciiuiunted with llie rivHr, J 
regarded the position of tlie boat as 
♦ixtraordinary and lia/anlous and 
watched it with intense an.xiety. Soon 
J discovered the inoliuM ot'an oar, and, 
from the changtn;^ direction of the 
bout, concludtM.! it had but one. While 
coDHtantly apjirouchiiig nearer and 
nearer the rapids, I eould discover ii 
waa ijaininj; the American shore, nnd 
by the tinw it had ^'ot near Llit? tirht 
fall in tlie rapids, about half a mile 
above Uoat Island, it was directly 
Above the island. There it was turne<l 
uj) the river, ami for sonn- time the 
ivind kept it nearly stationary. 'I'lie 
ordy hopii seemed to be to come direct- 
ly to CJoat Island, and whether 1 
should run half a mile to give an alarm 
or reumin where 1 was to assist in case, 
the boat attempted to make the island

Taking his oar, 
and pointing liisjioal toward the shore, 
he cried, "Had 1 better jun)p from the 
boall" We could not answer, for ei 
tht'i- seemed imti ai n destrui; tion. With 
in a few i-ods of I lie falls the boat 
struck a I'uck, turiu'd ovi-r and ludyrd, 
H(i appi-ared lorrawl frmu under il, 
and swam witli the oar in liis huiid till 
Lh went over the |irecipice.

FIRE AT OLYMPIii. 

The Land Cffico and Rocorda Burnod 
-•Other Buildlng:3 Destroyed, 

At '1 o'clock yesterday morning tlames
